CLASSIFICATION 

The  classification  of  lx)oks  in  a  largje  library  is 
one  of  the  high  mysteries  of  the  profession  and  poses 
insoluble  problems  at  every  turn.  Fondren  follows  the 
Library  of  Congress  system  of  classification,  a  lane  of 
labyrinth  which  sometimes  leads  you  know  not  whither. 
The  other  day  we  looked  up  the  latest  in  a  series  of 
quasi -autobiographical  volumes  written  by  the  brilliant 
Albert  Le'on  Gu^rard,  an  early  and  eminent  member  of  the 
Bice  Faculty.  This  volume,  called  Bottle  in  the  Sea, 
is  put  under  that  section  of  B  books  devoted  to  the 
lives  of  philosophers.  All  right  --  Gue'rard  is  a 
philosopher.  A  preceding  volume,  called  Education  of 
a  Humanist ,  is  in  LB,  which  of  course  is  education. 
A  still  earlier  volume,  which  contains  a  delightful 
chapter  on  Houston  and  Bice  in  the  second  decade  of 
this  century,  is  called  Personal  Equation  and  put 
under  PQ  —  French  Literature.  We  offer  as  possi- 
bilities for  Gu^rard's  next  volume  American  cultural 
history,  French  cultural  history,  international  politics, 
comparative  literature  —  or  perhaps  they  can  think  up 
another  one .
